The fou ndation female stock for the 
breeding work consisted of 200 “com­ 
mon red cows,” showing evidence of 
Shorthorn breeding, selected by Mr. 
Nelson at the Kansas City stock yards. 
The cows were of fair to good qu ality. 
Ju dged from a market standpoint, and 
of good size. 
They were from fou r t<> 
five years old, most of them with calf 
and dry. 
A few had calves at side. 
This basis for selection Insu red having 
animals that wou ld breed. 
The equ ipment and arrangement of 
the farm were typical of what the av­ 
erage farm er cou ld provide. 
Mr. Nol- 
son decided that his stock shou ld have 
no better feed or care than wou ld be 
possible on any farm. 
He had a pref­ 
erence for roan steers, believing that 
they possessed su perior feeding qu ali­ 
ties. 
Since one method of obtaining 
the roan color is to breed white bu lls 
to red cows, he selected white Short- 
born bu lls to u se with the red cows 
Later breeding work, however, Inclu d 
ed many roan bu lls.
